Street work which will relieve pre­ 
sent conditions 
is promised by 
the 
newly appointed special committee of 
council th e latter part of this week 
or the beginning 
of the next. 
The 
co-operation 
of Camp Colt 
officials 
has been secured 
and it is believed 
that a Government 
release will 
be 
forthcoming on a sufficient quantity 
of dust-layer to meet demands. 


The local committee 
took up with 
Captain Mann, 
sanitary inspector at 
Camp Colt, the proposition of secur­ 
ing a governm ent permit for the ma­ 
terial and he promised his co-opera­ 
tion, following the promise with the 
actual fulfillm ent. The fact that the 
dust in the town is an annoyance, not 
only to the 
community, but 
to the 
camp as well, 
was understood thor­ 
oughly and Captain Mann was very 
quick to lend his influence. 


As the result of the efforts of the 
committee two carloads of stone have 
been promised this week. 
There is 
sufficient binder 
here to allow 
the 
work of street 
repairs to go ahead 
and it is 
believed that, by the time 
the repairing is completed, the dust- 
layer will be here and the work can 
l^e started. 
A force sprayer will be 
used to apply it and all of the streets 
in town which 
are to get the treat­ 
ment can be 
covered in a very 
few 
days. 
With conditions favorable it is be­ 
lieved that 
work will be started be­ 
fore next Sunday. Some delay that is 
not now foreseen, however, may hold 
it up until next week.

Mrs. S. Gray Bigham. of Bigler­ 
ville, has received from her cousin, 
Miss Frances R. Dickey, of Oxford, 
a vivid account of the experiences she 
endured when the “Carolina” was sunk 
by a submarine off the American coast 
ten days ago. Miss Dickey was a pas­ 
senger on the boat and was one of the 
survivors rescued after a night of te r ­ 
ror in lifeboats. 
She has visited a t 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Bigham 
and is known quite well here. 


Miss Dickey for the past two years 
had been a Presbyterian missionary 
in Porto Rico. 
She was 
returning 
from there a t the time of the U- 
boat’s attack and, in her letter to Mrs. 
Bigham, says that on the evening of 
the affair she was seated in the din­ 
ing room of the boat when two shots 
were fired across the bow'. 


Two days before that, the captain 
of the “ Carolina” had ordered daily 
lifeboat drills aud# While there was 
haste, there was no confusion. Twenty 
minutes was allow* J by the subm a­ 
rine commander for the passengers to 
get off and they succeeded in doing 
it within th a t timt^ 
Each of the ten 
lifeboats cairied th Tty five people, 
Miss Dickey says, and all w’ere got 


o ff. 


A fter the lifeboats had had a chance 
to pull away, the submarine fired two 
torpedoes from the one side of the 
“ Carolina” and then went around to 
the other side where two more were 
sent into it. The ship started, to blaze 
and soon sank before their eyes. 


Darkness fell in a few hours and 
during the night a terrific electrical 
storm came upon them. 
Miss Dickey 
tells that all of the people in her 
boat were drenched by the rain and 
that, in order to keep up circulation 
and 
prevent 
getting 
chilled, 
the 
women pounded each other on the 
back. 
A lantern which had been used 
as a light was extinguished by the 
rain and they were in pitchy darkness 
except for the blinding flashes of 
lightning. 
It was during this storm 
that one of the other lifeboats cap­ 
sized. 


A small pail of fresh water and a 
few crackers were the only supplies 
on hand but these were enough to 
keep them att right until they were 
p.cked up by a schooner. 
They had 
drifted about for eighteen hours be­ 
fore the welcome rescuers came. Then 
they made all haste for New York 
where they were first greeted by the 
Red Cross, 
of whose 
m inistrations 
Miss Dickey speaks in the term s of 
highest praise. 
She is now at her home at Oxford, 
Chester County, recovering from the 
nervous shock following her thrilling 
experiences. 


The annual service of Gettys Lodge 
i of Odd Fellows was held Sunday a f­ 
ternoon.

Dallastown, 
44 
years old, was arrested at 8:40 p. rn. 
Saturday by Patrolman Thomas Ruby 
in York 
after it is alleged, 
he had 
given a 
bottle of whisky, which he 
Had purchased 
for him, to a soldier 
from 
Camp 
Colt. 
The 
patrolman, 
who was 
in plain clothes, 
claims to 
have seen the soldier give Grim the 
money for the whisky, and saw Grim 
purchase the liquor and hand it to the 
soldier. 
Both are being detained at 
the city prison. 
The soldier is being 
held for the 
military authorities at 
Gettysburg. 
A federal warrant was 
sworn out before United States Com­ 
missioner Meiisenhelder, by Chief of 
Police Buttorff, charging Grim with 
furnishing liquor to a United States 
soldier in uniform. 


Philip T. McElheney, 
of McSher­ 
rystown, has 
received several inter­ 
esting letters from his daughter. Miss 
Maliss McElheney, a R^d Cross nurse 
in the war zone. 
Miss McElheney saileJ toe overseas 
on June 30, 1917, and recently ihe 
wrote her father of a two weeks’ va­ 
cation in Southern France, where she 
crossed the Italian border near Men­ 
ton. She visited Monte Carlo and wrote 
th a t she and the 
members 
of the 
party were allowed to look in the 
gaming rooms from the door, but they 
were not allowed inside because they 
were connected with the military ser­ 
vice. 
The party, however, witnessed 
the play of “ King Richard in Pales­ 
tine or The Talism an”, in the opera 
house. She also visited The Rest Club, 
founded by the Princess Victoria, 
a 
sister of the King of England. 
A fter returning from the trip Miss 
McElheney writes th at the German 
movements had changed things in the 
locality where she was at work, and 
for a time it looked as though all 
would have to move, as the Boches 
m ight reach the coast, but the Allies 
stopped them, and conditions again 
returned to normal, or what is con­ 
sidered normal in the fighting zone. 
Miss McElheney wrote in one of 
these letters th a t she was so glad 
the boys from 
home were getting 
overseas, because the sooner a large 
force is gotten into the struggle the 
better and the sooner it will be over. 
In one of her letters Miss McEl­ 
heney writes th a t she now considers 
bread and butter and a bath luxnries. 
The leveling of classes, she writes, 
will have a 
wonderful 
broadening 
effect on all people and will 
make 
for a better understanding of life and 
of man for his fellow men. She also 
tells of the 
manual 
work 
being 
done by persons of all classes, and 
writes that “the w.heatless days a t 
home prevent eatless days 
in the 
w ar zone.” 


York County draft 
boards 
have 
been notified by the H arrisburg d ra ft 
headquarters that no further time ex­ 
tensions for farm ers in the draft can 
be granted, and that extensions al­ 
ready allowed will not be permitted. 
Several of the York County hoards 
have granted such extensions, which 
will not be allowed. 
The third county board had granted 
about twenty extensions of time to 
farm ers who wanted to wait until 
their crops are harvested before leav­ 
ing for camp. According to the latest 
order they will have to go when the 
regular time tomes. 
Major Murdock 
in his communication tx) the board 
stated that another call will be made 
in a few d a y s‘which woukl take them 
anyway. 
The Adams County board 
stated 
this morning, 
when their attention 
was called to the York County situa­ 
tion, th a t they had no orders like 
those which were received for the dis­ 
tricts in the adorn ing county. 
They 
did state, however, that the farm ers 
w'ho w-ere granted “ stays” would not 
be allowed to remain at home during 
harvest if Class I should become ex­ 
hausted. 
“They are merely placed at the end 
of the list”, it was said in explana­ 
tion. 
“They are not held back until 
afte r harvest or until any other spe­ 
cific time, but are simply put below 
the others In their class and if their 
names are reached in mid-summer 
they will have to go. 
We will not 
take men in classes two and three if 
there are Class I men at home on 
farm s who are available.” 
The June 24th call will take more 
than half of the men in 
Class I, 
other than those granted 
farm ers’ 
stays, and, if a heavy call is made in 
July before the 
21-year-olds 
are 
classified, 
it mav be necessary to 
draw in some of these farm ers again.

Owing to 
the unusual 
conditions 
brought about by the war— the th o r­ 
ough depletion of 
the force and the 
enormous increase in the cost of pro­ 
duction— The Emmitsburg Chronicle, 
which has 
been issued continuously 
! for 40 years, will suspend publication 
on Friday, 
Jupe 28, 1918. 
This an ­ 
nouncement was 
made to-day by the 
owner, Sterling Galt. 


Unless the federal, state and local 
governments 
take 
immediate 
steps 
to save the foundations of the roads 
of the country most of the highways 
now being used for m ilitary purposes 
will be ruined and no longer can be 
used for the motortruck train s which 
are being sent over them. 


This was pointed out in striking 
fashion by ex-Governor John K. Ten- 
er, of Pennsylvania, who is the pres- i 
ident of 
the Perm anent 
H ig hw ays' 
Corporation. 
Governor 
Tener 
de­ 
clares it is a 
military necessity for 
the various responsible authorities to 
protect these 
roads by a proper su r­ 
facing. 


“ We m ust 
preserve 
the roads of 
the country and especially must we 
save their foundations if the United | 
States is to do its full 
duty 
in the 
war and if the government is to pro- J 
tect the commerce 
and the 
indus-, 
tries of the country which are sup-! 
plying the needs 
of our men on the 
battlefronts as 
well as th e taxes o f 1 
the government 
and the necessities 
of the men, women and children who 
are 
keeping the wheels going 
at 
home,” said Governor Tener. 


“The 
Federal 
government, 
the 
m anufacturer 
and the 
farm er for: 
months have been depending on the! 
highways for the transportation of 
enormous amounts of materials and 
supplies by motortrucks. 
The roads 
fast are w earing down and hundred* 
of miles 
of highways will 
become 
utters* 
unless 
the 
resurfacing 
of 
these roads is encouraged so th a t the 
foundations may be saved. 
In road I 
construction the principal cost Is in 
the foundations. 
The top, or 
road 
surface, naturally is the first to give 
way, break and finally 
grind up and 
disappear, 
leaving 
the 
foundations 
exposed and next 
in the line of de­ 
struction. 


“.Foundations costing hundreds ofi 
millions of dollars 
now are in dan­ 
ger of being 
ruined forever 
when 
they could 
bo saved by 
proper re ­ 
surfacing but that resurfacing should 
Im* done a t once 
or else the 
costly 
foundation work will have to be done 
over again in order to make the high- j 
ways available for traffic which d e -1 
pends so much 
upon them, 
in some 
states and localities, I am informed, 
there 
is a disposition 
to delay ro a d ; 
work until afte r the war, on the theory 
th a t the men and materials are more 
needed elsewhere 
in the w ar 
work. 
This is a grave mistake which should j 
l>e corrected a t once. 


“ W ithout the highways the busi­ 
ness of the 
country would lie crip- i 
pled. 
The roads must be preserved 
both for w ar 
purposes and for 
the! 
preservation of the industries 
upon 
which the 
country’s 
revenues 
de-, 
pend, as well 
as for the 
living ne­ 
cessities of those who are doing their 
full share by keeping the home fires i 
burning. 
“To 
preserve 
the 
highways 
we 
m ust save the foundations. 
Make­ 
shift surfacing will crumble in a few 
months and will have to be done all I 
over again. 
To neglect surfacing will 
impose absolute necessity for recon­ 
structing thousand* of miles of fou n-1 
dations which, if 
properly surfaced 
now, would mean the saving of hun­ 
dreds of millions 
of dollars now ir. 
danger of being 
thrown away by 
a 
foolish policy of saving at the spigot 
and wasting at the bung. 
“ By all means 
let the p refer au ­ 
thorities speed 
up the work of 
re­ 
surfacing the highways so the foun­ 
dations may 
be saved. 
This cannot 
be made too emphatic because it is 
a m atter th at soon will become vital 
to the work 
of the w ar and the life 
of the nation.” 


(By Cable) 
Paris, June IO—The new German 
drive between Monffcdidier and Noyon 
slowed down this morning before the 
French resistance. 
Gains of only a 
mile in the center and on the A llies’ 
left wing were reported as compared 
with the original drive forward yes­ 
terday of three miles. 
The official 
communique says: 
“The German rush continues. 
On 
the left wing several violent attacks 
were made about Courcelles, 
which 
was taken and retaken several tunes 
and is now held by the French. 
“On the right wing the French held 
Villa,

“The French and Americans gained 
near Bussiares, seven miles west and 
north of Chateau Thierry, taking 250 
prisoners and 30 machine guns.” 


With the French Armies in the 
Field, June IO—The present drive of 
the Germans on the Montdidier-Noyon 
front constitutes the northern arm of 
a vast encircling project against Paris. 
The movement, if successful from the 
Avre Region of Morrtdidier toward the 
capital, would co-ordinate with the 
Southern section of the German for­ 
ces, 
enveloping the 
American and 
French forces about Chateau Thierry. 
The Germans now have 50 unengag­ 
ed divisions, 600,000 men, ready to 
throw into the attack. 
Determined 
resistance 
by 
the 
French on the center and on the left 
has enabled the Allies to bring up 
their reserves and support the line 
before the full effect of the German 
drive was able to materialize, this be­ 
ing the first time this has been the 
case since March. 


With the American Army in France, 
June IO—<While the fourth phase of 
the great German offensive is develop­ 
ing in the Montdidier-Noyon sector, 
the American troops continue to hold 
the ground where they advanced last 
week. 
Two German attacks 
were 
beaten off a t Bouresches, five miles 
west of Chateau Thierry, and another 
at Hill 204. 
The Americans advanced and occu­ 
pied the wood at the edge of Vaux 
but later retired from thoae positions. 
The Germans have shelled B«ul- 
leau Wood heavily but the Marines 
are still holding it. 
The American lines in Picardy, west 
and north-west of Montdidier were 
heavily shelled by the 
Germans in 
their preparations for resuming their 
drive.

REGULATIONS FOR 
WAR DECORATIONS 


Unusual Valor must be Shown 
before American Soldiers 
can Merit them. 


Washington, 
June 
IO—America’s 
new medal of honor, the highest of the 
three decorations recently authorized 
by Congress, may be won only by 
officers and men 
of the American 
Army who have performed in action 
“deeds of the moat distinguished per­ 
sonal bravery ami self-sacrifice” un­ 
der orders issued by General Persh­ 
ing and made public 
by Secretary 
Baker. 
The Distinguished Service Cross and 
Distinguished Service Medal may be 
awarded officers and men of the Al­ 
lied as well as the American forces 
and also to nurses and other women 
serving with these forces. The Service 
Gross will be awarded only for dis­ 
tinguished service in action, but the 
Service Medal may be awarded “to 
anyone who distinguishes himself, or 
herself, by exceptionally meritorious 
service to the government in a duty 
of great responsibility in time of war 
or 
in connection 
with operations 
against an armed enemy of the Unit­ 
ed States”. 
These tests are to be applied to all 
cases recommended for the medal of 
honor: 
“Men who have performed in action 
deeds of most distinguished personal 
bravery and self-sacrifice above and 
beyond all call of duty, so conspicu­ 
ous as clearly to distinguish them for 
gallantry and intrepidity above their 
comrades, which involve risk of life 
or the performance of more than ordi­ 
nary hazardous service, the omission 
of which would not justly subject the 
person to censure as for shortcomings 
or failure in the performance of his 
duty.”

He 
had had the experience before, and 
was In an agony of anticipation. He 
was a Catholic, and, as such, most anx­ 
ious to confess. Ile could not speak 
French and the only available priest 
. could not speak English.

I apeak French?’ inquired the^ priest. 
“The Y. Bf. C. A. woman running 
the hotel knew the language. So the 
three retired Into a quiet room, and the 
American soldier confessed hi* sips, 
, through a Protestant wotfiah to a Crfth- 
ollc priest, in a Y. M. C. A. hut ill

When the whole story of this war 
•hail have been written It will be in- 
complete without u chapter about how J 
the American boys behaved in France.

I ain at present living with a regi­ 
ment stationed in a little French vil­ 
lage where from time to time we run 
hear the booming of the guns on the 
battle front, keeping the boys always 
reminded of the direction in which i 
they are headed, writes a correspond­ 
ent of the New York Times. 
There I 
are few French folk in the place; ; 
they moved to where it is safer. And 
so the Americans are pretty much In 
control of the town, and Incidentally, 
there are about ten times as many 
American soldiers here as there ever 
were civilian Frenchmen and French­ 
women. 
They are quartered In every J 
available house, and in some that I 
would not he available were It not that 
they had to be. 
In one that falls In the latter cate­ 
gory I am living. 
Myself, this type­ 
writer, and some blankets are the only 
furniture it has. 
To get out of my 
room I have to go through the room 
of the provost marshal. 
His room is 
better than mine; It has a bed 
He 
didn’t know it was a bdl ‘until th e , 
owner of the house |>ut iii a charge for 
billets. 
Under the army plan. a room 
with a bed in it costs one franc a dpy, 
hut lf there Is no bed the charge Is 
only 30 centimes. 
And so the provost 
marshal knows he has a bcd to sleep 
on and not a In*. 
It says so in the 
••thetaI records of the war department 
of the 1'ntted Htutes. 
We were In- ! 
^peeling the room of the provost mar­ 
shal the other duy and noticed a part 
of the wull at one cud was corrugated 
steel. 
We pushed It up, and lo. there 
was a fireplace.

demanded a fire. It was very diffi­ 
cult, he said, because he had rn* wood, 
end never used fire except for cook­ 
ing. 
Threat to Burn Bed. 
When we convinced him that unless 
we got wood quickly the provost m ar­ 
shal's bed wqs going to be sacrificed 
he changed his mind about the diffi­ 
culty and said that perhaps for five 
francs It might be that someone had 
a*tine woad to sell. 
He got the five 
francs and two hours later reappeared 
with three bundles of fagots, explain­ 
ing his delay by saying that on the 
way he. had stopped to milk three 
cows.

As college boys do, the soldiers 
make It as difficult as possible for the 
provost guard to obtain material for 
conviction of violators of army rules.

This was 
amply proven by numerous seizures 
afterward of parcels put in the mali, 
which contained gold rings, watches, 
precious stones, etc. 
The business of 
the marauders flourished here In Vitry.

We wet# Invited to come and 
get whatever we wanted.

we were Joined by more members of 
our company. 
Our captain appeared. 
Oue of our officers reported to him the 
number missing. 
He stepped In front 
of the company and said cheerfully, 
“Coml morning, men.” although it was 
seven o’clock In the evening. A growl 
wa* the only response. We were then 
ordered to go to the wagons standing 
• t the north side of the town, where 
each man was to supply himself with 
cartridges and three hand grenades. 
We gathered st the wagons at 9:30 
•'clock and each man took SOO car­ 
tridges. his three grenades and matches 
to light them. On the way to the wag­ 
ons we saw everywhere formations be­ 
ing hastily organized from stray sol­ 
diers and we received the impression 
of some great activity in preparation. 
The rain had begun to fall in tor­ 
rents. 
As we took our places we saw 
the streets filled with troops wearing 
special 
uniforms 
to

against the weather. 
These uniforms 
consisted of n suit of weatherproof 
clothing, a cap, such baggage as must 
be taken on a march, a tent cloth, tent 
sticks, dishes and, with the pioneers, 
trench tools.

"Ah,” exclaimed many of the sol­ 
diers, “the general staff—Duke Al­ 
brecht of Wurtembecg and his friends.’’ 
Discontent and murmurs of rebel­ 
lion went through our ranks.

body was mad and the accursed tor­ 
rential rain had bo tendency to lighten 
our spirits. 
“They have directed the 
slaughter of thousands and now they 
motor away,” said one mon. while we 
lay here In a morass in the rain. “We 
are not considered.” 
What we were to be assigned to do 
had not yet been told ua.^ We were left 
lying In our swamp until ten o’clock 
that night. 
The troops continued to 
flow back in great disorganized con­ 
tingents.

The thundering of the 
cannon gradually came nearer from the 
west. 
The noise along the highways 
became greater and a panic spread, 
adding to the horrors of the night.
